In a recent decision, the Supreme Court 
of Missouri affirmed the validity of an act 
of the last Legislature which, strange as it 
may seem, did actually purport, to abolish 
a very lucrative state agency, so-called, 
while the emoluments thereof were being 
enjoyéd by Mr, Jon R. WaIxII of Boon- 
ville, a gentleman connected by marriage c 
with Senator CockRELL and the EWNds. 

Of course, any legislation implying that 
the State of Missouri exists for some other 
purpose besides the promotion and emolu- 
ment of the Ewmg: connection was some- 
thing newand startling. People general- 
ly could hardly realize that the last Legisla- 
ture had presumed or dared to do anything 
so revolutionary.and of course it required a 
decision of the Supreme Court to convince 
the reigning family that a Missouri Legis- 
lature really could exercise such power. 
The history of that agency explains the 
unexpected revolt of a loyal Legislature, 
and shows how Democracy sometimes be- 
comes restive in the harness and kioks the 
dickers of the bosses all out of shape. 

The principle that a Senator or Repre- 
sentative shall not, during the term for 
which he shall have been elected, be ap- 
pointed to any office which shall have 
been created, or the emoluments whereot 
shall have been increased during such 
time, by the body to which he belongs, is 
recognized both in Federal and State Con- 
stitutions. But it did not prevent Hon. 
Jon T. Han from introducing and 
getting passed a bill for his own benefit 
while he was a State Senator, authorizing 
the appointment of a State agent to re- 
ceive on a liberal commission certain 
largeamounts of money becoming payable 
from the United States to the State of 
Missouri. With a full delegation in Con- 
gress to press the claims of the State, and 
with plenty of salaried State officers to re- 
ceive the money, this bill looked like a 
bare-faced job. But no scruples on that 
account, and no regard for provisions of 
the Constitution, kept Mr. Hrarp from 
getting this appointment for himself and 
receiving a commission of $12,000 on one 
payment while he was yet a State Senator. 

Butthe truc inwardness of the thing 
did not dawn upon the public mind until 


Mr. Hnanp obtained suddenly the nomi- 


nation for Congress, a place he had long 
sought in vain, in a district where the 
Cockrell and Ewing influence was para- 
mount, the lucrative agency passing by a 
sort of coincidence, as it were, from HEARD 
to Brother-in-Law WaLKER. And it was 
these little coincidences that led to the 
almost unanimous repeal of the Heard- 
Walker agency act by the last Legisla-

CIVIL ENGINEERS’ CONVENTION. 

Early in December a convention, com- 
posed of delegates from twenty-eight en- 
gineering societies.of the United States, 
was held at Cleveland, Ohio. The main ob- 
ject of the convention was to discuss and 
formulate some plan for reorganizing the 
management of the civil-engineering 
works of the Government. When a plan 
is perfected it will be urged upon Congress 
for favorable consideration. A committee 
appointed to consider the matter submitted 
a report which calls attention to the or- 
ganized systems of internal improvement 
which are maintained in European coun- 
tries, and briefly sets forth the advan- 
tages to be derived from placing the 
civil-engineering works of our Govern- 
ment under the supervision and control of 
civil engineers, At present military en- 
gineers have charge of such works, but in 
many cases they are not equal to the de- 
mands of the work to which they are 
assigned and the employment of civil en- 
gineers becomes necessary. A system dif- 
ferent from that now maintained would 
enable the Government to utilize the best 
available engineering talent. The pres- 
ent system so restricts the range of seleo- 
tion as to often cripple the efficiency of the 
service, The project inaugurated by the 
civil-engineering societies of the country 
promises good results in the future.

Francois P. Jules Grevy. 

The re-elected President of France for seven 
years was born in Mont Sous-Vandrez, De- 
partment of Jura, August 15, 1818. He is a 
lawyer by profession. His public career be- 


gan by bis election to the Constituent Assem- 


bly in 166, when the second republic super- 
seded the Orleans dynasty of Louis Philippe, 
After two years of politics he resumed the 
practice of his profession, and did not re- 
enter public life until 1868, when he became a 
member of the Legislative body for two years. 
From that time on he has been in publlo ser- 
vice. From 1871 to 1878 he was President of the 
Assembly, and from 1876 to 1879 he was Presi- 
dent of the Chamber of Deputies. In that ca- 
pacity he presided over the Joint Assembly 
which received the resignation of Marshal Mac- 
Mahon as President in 1879, and immediately 
proceeded to elect him to fill the vacanay. 
There were at that time two candidates pre- 
sented, and the vote stood: Grevy, 563} 
Chanzy, 99. There were several changes of 
Ministry during his first term, but as he never 
showed any disposition to interpose his per- 
sonal views as a barrier to the wishes of the 
Legislative branch of the Government, his re- 
election was conceded as a foregone conelu- 
sion, and the election of yesterday was not the 
close, in our American sense of the term, of a 
political campaign. His re-election was, on 
the contrary, as inevitable as that of Speaker 
Carlisle by the House of Representatives.

In some parts of Central Asia the bride-

In the 
first place, he has to steal her, andif she 
don’t object to being stolen the couple 
may get to the wedding place with whole 
skins, for if she don’t object she is not 
. to give any alarm, and the 
whole village will not be at their heels un- 
less they are discovered by accident while 
making off. If she gives an alarm the 
bride-stealer must make his.way hindered 
with the struggling damsel and followed 
by a crowd of yelling neighbors, The 
wedding place is the hut of the young 
man’s parents. Andthere he must take 
his bride before he can claim the right to 
her hand. If she has not lungs 
enough to summon i=rescuers nor 
muscle — to get away from the 
lover before the hut is reached, then she 
dan make no further protest against the 
marriage. The bridegroom can’t claim a 
bride until he has a hut of his own to take 
her to, and in taking her from his father’s 
house to his own he has another gauntlet 
torun. The bride’s friends, whether she 
be a willing bride or not, have the right to 
assemble and attempt to rescue her while 
she is en route. The bridegroom throws 
his bride across his back. She is always 
covered with a scarlet garment. He is sur- 
rounded by a number of youth living in 
his village, and all the bride’s young lady 
friends in her village, armed with stones 
and clubs, batter and pelt the bridal pro- 
cession, and fill the air with fiendish yells 
in their efforts to keepthe bride among 
them. Their battle is waged in earnest, 
and both bride and groom are always 
covered with blood and bruises, even if 
they succeed in reaching the boundary 
line in safety. This they usually effeot. 
If a bridegroom fails to get away with his 
bride he is compelled to pay a ransom in 
battle or other gifts to her — before 
she will be delivered up to him. 

In other places in Asia the question of 
a man’s title toa bride must be settled by 
a fierce fight between the friends of the 
contracting parties.

ENGLISH PRONUNCIATION. 


A Number of Imexplicable Peculiarities 
Noticed. 
London Correspondent of the New York Times. 

In the obituary notices which the death 
of the Duke of Somerset called forth last 
week a curious diversity in the spelling of 
the family name was noticeable. The old 
duke, a plain, rough-tongued, unoatenta- 
tious man, spelled it Seymour; the new 
duke, who himself is 75 years old, writes 
it St. Maur. And as the old brothers dis- 
agreed on this potas so the nephews of the 

resent duke differ, for there is among 

. a Lord Algernon St. Maur and a 

Lord Kdward Seymour. When members 
of the family are themselves of two opin- 
ions it would be temerity indeed for a 

lebeian outsider to attempt to determine 

he right of the thing. Apparently the 

Original name was Norman, and tho 
family harks back to a William de St. 
Maur, who held lands in Monmouth under 
Henry III. But three generations after- 
ward, in the time of Edward III., the head 
of the house wrote himself—if, indeed, he 
knew how to write at all—Roger 
Seymour, This name they _ bore 
with them when, in Tudor 
times, they emerged from security by a 
lucky chance, gained court favor, fattened 
themselves on church lands, and finally, 
from the pinnacle of the lord protector- 
ship, gained the right to sniffat all the 
other families of * barring only 
the Howards. Indeed, I am not sure that 
this exception ought to be made, for al- 
though the Dukes of Norfolk (1483) ante- 
dated the ‘Dukes of Somerset by some 
sixty-four years. it is well known that 
Howard is @ corruption of the excessivel 
commonplace Saxon name Hogward, 
while now that Seymour is spelled St, 
Maur, there can be no manner of doubt 
about its Norman blue-bloodedness, Of 
course, it is true that vulgar tongues cor- 
rupted the name for something over five 
centuries, but, thank heaven, it has been 
restored now, and we can all breathe 
easier. 

The name will continue, however, to be 
pronounced Seymour, just as St. John 18 
called Sinjun and St. Leger is spoken 
Sillinger, Alas! we did not all know this 
last until lately—at least the reporters in 
the Commons’ gallery didn’t—and when 
the aristocratic — — of wa bey es 
spoke of the cerrespondents who had been 
killed in the Soudan, one of whom was 
named St. * the papers next morn- 
ing all had it Sillinger. But now that we 
know what fashion demands in the mat- 
ter of orthoepy it shall never happen 
again.

BAD BRISTOR. 


A Preacher Accused of a Serious Crime by 
One of His Servants. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

NEw YORK, December 30.—The members of 
the Methodist Church at Spring Valley, N. T., 
are much exercised over a serious charge 
which has been brought against their pastor, 
the Rev. Dr. George R. Bristor, by a 16-year- 
old serving maid, Ida Downes, employed in 
his family. Dr. Bristor is the clergyman 
whose alleged improprieties with the Sunday- 
school boys of his church, in Newark, en- 
gaged the attention of the church con- 
ference some time ago. Dr. Bristor 
was adjudged, according to his friends, 


innocent by the conference of the offense im- 
puted to him and was assigned to the church 
at Spring Valley, of which he assumed charge 
last March. Its membership increased under 
his efforts and he soon became extremely 
ow gene with his flock. His addresses upon 
he subject of temperance, earned him the 
reputation of an able supporter of the doc- 
trine of prohibition. Six weeks o the 
Bristor household received an addition in the 
erson of Ida Downes, who went to the family 

om a charitable institution in „ Dy 
which she had been indentured to Mrs. Bristor 
for a term of years. The girl is regarded as 
possessed of rather weak intellect. Her pre- 
sence in the village was little noticed until 
Monday, when the story of 

HER ALLEGED WRONGS 

at the hands of the preacher first became 
noised about. Adjoining the residence of the 
accused minister lives Thomas H. Gemmel, 
Justice of the Peace of the villiage. To a 
member of this gentleman’s family the girl 
told her story on Sunday, alleging that the 
first offense had been committed in her sleep- 
ing apartment three weeks ago after she had 
retired, and had been since repeated on 
several occasions. She had, she said, already 
confided her wrongs to another domestic in the 
family of Dr. Bristor. Upon hearing of the 
girl’s accusation Squire Gemmel immediately 
notitied two of the officers of the church, 
and on Monday evening the Governing 
Committee called on their pastor for an ex- 
planation. He denied the charge, and the 
committee unanimously decided to accept his 
denial as final. During Monday evening the 
girl left Dr. Bristor’s housé and soug t refuge 
with the family of Squire Gemmel, stating 
that the pastor had slapped and otherwise 
maltreated her. Mr. Gemmell again notified 
the officers of the chureh, two of whom visited 
his house and heard the girl’s story from her 
own lips, upon which they declared their inten- 
tion of advising their colleagues to reconsider 
their indorsement of Dr. Bristor and investi- 
gate the case thoroughly. After the interview 

r. Bristor called and demanded the girl and 
removed her to his residence. Public senti- 
ment ran against the accused preacher yester- 
day, though it was announced that the girl 
had admitted in the presence of Mrs. Bristor 
and other ladies, members of the church, that 
t charge she had made was false, and had 
signed a document to that effect.
